Co ntinued fro m Paire One 
followed 'by dedication vows and po­ 
tions led by the minister, the Rev. 
TaImage Defrees, with responses by 
the congregation. 
The day’s program opened with 
the regu lar Bible school, a 
featu re 
of which was a chemically illu stra­ 
ted address by the Rev. Mr. Snively. 
People began to arrive 
early and 
machines were park ed 
in 
a field 
across the road from the chu rch, to 
avoid noise and confu sion near the 
tent. 
More than five hu ndred cais 
were in the enclosu re . 
A beau tifu l grove a short distance 
north of the chu rch was equ ipped 
with playgrou nd apparatu s for the 
children and they wore entertained 
there du ring the day. 
The Rev. Mr. Snively preached on 
the su bject, “The Fu ndamentals of 
Ou t Faith”, at the morning service, 
pointing ou t the salient points in 
the doctrine of 
the Disciples of 
Christ. 
At the conclu sion of the sermon, 
the Rev. Mr. Snively led u p to the 
plea for pledges to raise the debt on 
the new chu rch, by explaining that 
$17,000 had already been su bscribed 
and .that $18,000 more was needed 
to paV for the stru ctu re. 
He ex- 
idained, however that inasmu ch 
as 
Liberty bonds w'ou ld he accepted at 
their face valu e 
and 
that 
death 
wou ld cancel all obligations on the 
chu rch debt, it wou ld be necessary 
to fix the minimu m at 
$20,000 in 
order to tak e care of possible shrin­ 
k age.

Sta ff C o rreipo ndea O 
Paris, Aug. 6 (By Mail)— French 
railways have just decided to adopt 
the American telephone 
train 
dis­ 
patching system. 
This 
constitutes 
the 
first 
and 
most important contrib ution to date 
to French industry resulting from 
the American intervention in 
the 
war and the Arperican army’s invas­ 
ion of France. 
There’s just one fly in the 
oint­ 
ment—-at least in the mind of the av 
efnge Parisian. The latter is fully 
convinced that if it takes the Freneh 
train dispatcher as long to get a te 
lephone connection as it does to get 
one in Paris, no train will ever get 
outside of the city limits. 
Nevertheless the recognition of the 
superiority of the American method 
is genuine and * complimentary 
to 
America. 
The dispatching of trains b v tele­ 
phone, after b eing perfected in 
the 
United States, was later adopted in 
Canada, Italy, and on several Eng­ 
lish lines as well as in some of the 
English colonies. France still clung 
to the old time system of train dis­ 
patching b y telegraph which is slow­ 
er and less sure. 
^ 
No small sensation was caused in 
railway circles in France, when for 
the first time American army rail­ 
way engineers and 
trainmen 
were 
seen to dismount from 
their train 
hook up their little portab le 
tele­ 
phone apparatus at the nearest tel­ 
ephone post and telephom^their dis­ 
patcher 
for instructions. 
AYhat 
caused still more sensation was to 
see the American trainman get them, 
and that at once. 
Owing to the terrific deterioration 
of French 
railways 
and 
rolling 
stock during the war and the diffi­ 
culties of repairing them in France’s 
present handicapj>ed situation, it is 
only within the past 
few 
months 
that the French have b een ab le to 
experiment with some of the newer 
and more practical methods 
intro­ 
d uc e b y the Americans. 
The first experiment with 
tele­ 
phone train dispatching was made 
on the line b etween Paris and Char­ 
tres. It proved such a success that, 
the ofche/ French companies immed­ 
iately gave the system a tryout, the 
Eastern Company installing it 
at 
Nancy and the Paris-Lyon-Mediter- 
ranee utilizing it b etween Lyon and 
Dijon. 
In each case the success has b een 
so great as to insure 
the eventual 
permanent use throughout France. 
This, howeVer, will b e slow as it 
involves not only n very heavy ex­ 
pense for installation b ut also 
the 
re-training of the 
entire 
railway 
iersonnel in FrancE 
To Monsieur Pie goes the distinc­ 
tion of b eing the first train dispatch­ 
er in France—although he and 
the 
rest of his fellow dispatchers will b e 
mown as “regulafeurs”. He is 
at 
» resent m charge of the first 
sys- 
em b etween Paris and /Chartreg and 
to him falls the task of starting in 
to educate the future “regulateurs’ 
’or all the French railways.

stock during the war and the diffi- 
culties of repairing them in France's 
present handicapped sitnatjjtfn, it is 
only within the past few months 
that the French have been able to- 
experiment with some of the, newer 
and more practical methods intro- 
|duet*3 by the Americans. 


The first experiment with tele- 


phone train dispatching was made 
on the line .between Paris and Char- 
tres. It proved suqh a success that 
the other* French companies immed- 
iately gave the system a tryout, the 
Eastern Company installing it at 
Nanx-y and the Paris-Lyon-Mediter- 
ranee utilizing it between-Lyon and 
Dijon. 


In each case the success has been 


•so great as to insure the eventual 
permanent use throughout^ France. 


This, however, will be slow as it 


involves not only a very heavy ex- 
pense for installation but also the 
re-training of the 
entire railway 


personnel in France. 


To Monsieur Pie goes the distinc- 


tion of being the first train dispatch- 
er in France—although he and the 
rest of his fellow dispatchers will be 
known as "regiriafeurs". He is at 
present in charge of the first sys- 
tem between ^Paris and/Chartres and 
to him falls the task of starting in 
to educate the future "regulateurs' 
for all the French railways.

"The housing situation is more 


acute'right now than at the time of 
the armistice, when building had 
been stopped for three years", said 
Mr. Chase. "There is little hope of 
relief before next spring and it may 
take five or six years fpr the big 
cities of this country to catch up".

get materials. This is due to slow 
transportation, tight money and di-
